Having rend your paper, I was led to make the 
followin'j obfervations on the inftitutionof the Sab- 
b.ith. 
1 call it an inftitution, bccaiif^- I find among 
the laws of INIOSES, one enjoining the obfervation 
of the Sabb.itli. 
A3 the moral purpofes of this in- 
ftitution arc general, I confider the inititution itfelf 
as equally binding on Jews and Gentiles :—It was 
wife, and for the good of the Hebrews, to reft one 
day in feven from their comm n l:.bor, and give 
their attention particularly to the things of Reli- 
gion and another world, the fume muft be equally 
wife, and for the good of chriftians. 


But if the inftitution of the Sabbath was not 
(V'uHy exprefled, the utility of it muil ftrike every 
tliinking perfon, and force convi^lion on his mind- 
Vol, I. 
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By rtlViog one day in feven, we are enabled to 
engage in bufuicls 
with new 
fpirit.—What a 
Hicrcy to Icrv.mts, and the dependr.nts of crucl and 
covciioiis mailers, that they may repole one fcvcr.th 
part of their time, without the fear of a whip, or 
any other ilimulus to exertion ? 


Much has been faid about the feverity of the 
Jewiili Sabbath, and it is true the Scribes and Pha- 
riiees made many things fevere and burd^niome 
which were notfo originally. 


For wilful rebellion againfl the law of the Sab- 
bath, the Hebrews were indeed punilLed as they 
were for wilful rebellion againfl any other law. 
But where there was a difpolition to obey, the ob- 
fervance of the Sabbath was by no means burden- 
fome.—^The Hebrews were allowed to walk out, 
to make ihort journies, and to enjoy the bounties of 
Providence with cheerfulneis on that day.—The 
author of our Religion, whofe example is certainly 
the beft comment on the law of the Sabbath, pail- 
ed from place to place, and fuffered his Difciples to 
gather corn for their own ufe on the Sabbath.-^We 
alio find he accepted invitations, and dined with 
his friends, as freely, for ought we know, on the 
Sabbath, as on any other day. 
It is however to be 
obferved, his dining time was a time to give the 
moft ufeful inflruilion. 


The focial and religious purpofes of the Sabbath 
are highly interefting. 
What can be more plea- 
iant than for people who, fix days, have been em- 
ployed in labor, and many of them in dirty and 
perhaps unhealthy occupations, to break off from all 
buiinefs -, and having made themfelves clean, and 
clad themfelves in their beft, to meet together for 
converfation and religiou.> worfiiip ? 


In large towns and cities there are many occa- 
ilons on which people meet together. 
Thole wh« 
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can afford the expenfe meet nt the Theatre, and in 
polite alTemblies, where they- cult-vate the 
focial 
affedlions : Cut in country 
the Sr.bb.r.h is 


the only day, and the Chv.ri !\ 
I'lc only place ia 
which the people generally ir.cv r to^^athor. 
I have 
been delighted to obferve the plcalbre with v.-hicU 
people Ihake hands, and converie with each other 
before fervice begins, and between 
meetings in 
country towns and villages. 
Such meetings lerve 
to polifh fociety, and promote good humour, more 
than any thing that can be named. 


T h e advantages to be found in focial acts of de- 
votion, I fliall leave for the Clergy to fet forth . — 
But will fay for myfelf, there is a pleafure in meet- 
ing with my friends and neighbors, 
and uniting 
with theminpubiic worihip, which I feel on noother 
occafions.
